The CPI formula combines the Predicted 
Transmitting Abilities (PTA) for pounds 
protein, pounds butterfat and type 
5:1:1 ratio. The resulting number divided 
standard deviation that adjusts the fi- 
nal CPI number differences among the 
breeds and changing milk prices. 

qualify for the high CPI list, cows must 
have calved after October 1993. Ani- 
mals must alive according the United 
States Department Agriculture (USDA) 
information, and must have appraisal 
scores assigned the American Guernsey 
Association. The CPI list, calculated bi-an- 
nually, frequently used screening tool 
artificial insemination organizations for 
selecting bull mothers that will produce 
tomorrow’s hottest young sires and 
bulls.

industry. Cheese prices exploded due 
combination depressed milk 
production and demand for fluid milk for 
school children. addition, both Rep. 
Gunderson (R-Wi.) and the National Milk 
Producers Federation diverged with oppos- 
ing proposals for the dairy title the 1995 
Farm Bill. National Milk rejected 
Gunderson’s proposal for national pooling. 
Gunderson’s new bill would eliminate both 
price supports and federal milk marketing 
orders. 


Markets 

Cheese prices shot with news that milk 
was short and demand for both fluid and 
manufacturing uses was very strong. Prices 
for 40-pound blocks the National Cheese 
Exchange rose from $1.2475 per pound 
late July $1.3750 the first week Sep- 
tember. Hot, humid weather across much 
the country July and August stressed cows 
and reduced milk production. Florida saw 
August milk production fall nine percent be- 
low year ago. That drop came just when 
kids started back school. extreme 
shortage fluid milk, particularly the 
southeast, resulted milk supplies being 
diverted fluid uses. total states 
are diverting milk the Southeast. Dairy 
Market News reported that premiums 
per cwt. more are being paid Class 
sales and there shortage tanker trucks. 
Cheese processors the Upper Midwest 
were bidding prices get milk supplies. 

The cheese market extremely tight and 
there isn’t lot extra cheese out there. 
Cheese yields reduced the summer heat 
stress are only now recovering. Cheese pro- 
duction July was five percent below June 
levels. Commercial disappearance Ameri- 
can and other cheese was 5.2 and 4.5 
percent, respectively, during the 
period compared the same period year 
ago. Cheese stocks July were down nine 
percent from June. 

August milk production was the same 
year ago. Cow numbers have leveled off 
for the year due low cull cow prices. Pro- 
duction per cow was the same last year. 
Milk production was nine percent both 
New Mexico and Idaho, and three per- 
cent Pennsylvania. Production was level 
down everywhere else. The Southeast was 
hardest hit; production Florida was down 
nine percent. Texas had heat problems early 
and August production was down seven 
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percent. The Upper Midwest held steady, 
but some Corn Belt States were down three 
four percent. 

Where from here? That depends 
what happens the milk supply. Most 
analysts think that cows will produce be- 
low normal the rest their lactation and 
may experience breeding problems. They 
look for production down well into 
1996. addition, feed prices will likely 
high through next year and that will hurt 
cash flow. But, production could rebound 
some this fall cows that freshen now re- 
cover. Also, with cooler temperatures and 
better forage, cows mid- late-lactation 
may also bit better. But regardless, 
cheese and milk prices will strong 
through the remainder this year. Look for 
the September BFP for manufacturing grade 
milk increase from $11.55 August 
$12.14 September and then peak 
$12.28 October. Look for the all-milk 
price exceed $13 per cwt. from October 
through January. 

first, both the National Milk Produc- 
ers Federation and Gunderson, chair the 
House Agriculture Subcommittee, agreed 
dairy title that would involve national pool- 
ing the first Class milk sales. The 
agreement would have completely revamped 
all state and federal orders creating 
single national order with five regions. Then 
National Milk rejected this proposal and 
came with their own idea that would re- 
tain federal orders and decouple Class 
prices from manufacturing grade milk 
prices. Class prices all orders would 
fixed the higher November Decem- 
ber 1995 levels for two years. Class prices 
will unusually high both November 
and December due the recent rise 
cheese prices. They also proposed increas- 
ing Class prices any order that had over 
cents per cwt. 

Word Gunderson was not too pleased 
with National Milk’s proposal and counter 
proposed alternative that looks whole 
lot like the IDFA’s deregulatory bill. IDFA 
association that represents dairy food 
processors. This bill was modified and 
folded into the House Freedom-to-Farm bill 
spearheaded Rep. Pat Roberts (R-Kan- 
sas). would eliminate the dairy price sup- 
port program January 1996 and elimi- 
nate federal milk marketing orders July 
1996. Transition payments would paid 
over period seven years based his- 
toric levels milk production. 

Things are happening very fast Capi- 
tal Hill right now. Details are sketchy, but 
Robert Freedom-to-Farm bill, which in- 
cluded Gunderson’s new dairy title, was 
defeated House Agriculture Commit- 


tee vote Wednesday night (Sep- 
tember 20). Roberts refused concede de- 
feat and said would schedule another 
vote. threatened that his committee 
doesn’t approve the bill, the budget com- 
mittee would. Roberts’ committee just 
voting recommendation the House 
Budget Committee remove $13.4 billion 
from farm program spending; there isn’t 
really formal Farm Bill. The farm program 
provisions are being folded into the deficit 
reduction package. Apparently the Bud- 
get Committee that has the final say what 
the farm programs will like. 


Futures Page 

The November futures the Coffee, 
Sugar and Cocoa Exchange settled 
$1.3280 September 15. That indicates 
the market expecting cash prices aver- 
age about $1.358 $1.378 through the 
middle November. The combination 
lower milk supply, high feed prices and 
strong commercial demand for fluid milk, 
cheese and butter will likely keep cheese 
prices high through most November. 
Prices may ease thereafter the milk sup- 
ply rebounds.

final results the 1995 dairy 
policy debate are very difficult 
predict. The dairy provisions pro- 
posed the House and Senate are very dif- 
ferent, and the final outcome uncertain. 
While the House Agriculture Committee 
failed pass any farm commodity program 
recommendations part the Federal 
budget deficit reduction process, the House 
expected include program similar 
the Freedom Farm Act, proposed 
Committee Chairman Pat Roberts (R-KS). 
The dairy provisions this proposal, pro- 
posed Steve Gunderson (R-WI), would 
remove the price support program, effective 
January 1996, and the pricing provisions 
the Federal Milk Marketing Program, ef- 
fective July 1996. Producer assessments 
would eliminated, and farmers would re- 
ceive annual payment based the vol- 
ume milk they produced. There will likely 
amendments offered the floor the 
House change these dairy provisions, but 
the odds favor Gunderson’s deregulation 
proposal for dairy this time. 

Like most the Senate farm bill, the 
Senate dairy provisions take more modest 
approach reform. This proposal would 
lower cheese support prices cents per 
year over the next five years, but eliminate 
the support program for butter and nonfat 
dry milk next January. The Senate bill 
makes changes the Federal Order Pro- 
gram. 

Given the wide variation between these 
two bills, difficult know where the 
final agreement will be. Members from both 
houses will meet the House-Senate Con- 
ference come agreement the differ- 
ences between the two bills. However, the 
support program for butter and nonfat dry 
milk will likely end next year. Both bills 
remove price supports for those products, 
and there has been broad industry support 
for their elimination. Given the wide range 
positions Federal Orders the two 
bills, the likelihood change imme- 
diate removal orders lower than some 
intermediate level change. this time, 
many industry watchers think the most likely 
changes will range from organized de- 
regulation over several years, merger and 
price reform within the order system. How- 
ever, impossible know this time 
what the final dairy title will look like. 

There are still opportunities for includ- 
ing national Multiple Component Pricing 
(MCP) the farm bill. Gunderson did in- 
clude MCP his original dairy title, and 
still supports the concept, whether 
regulated deregulated market. There was 
support for national hearing MCP 
the Senate, but procedural rules the Sen- 
ate prevent any amendments appro-

priations (budget) bill that not have 
budget impact. National MCP does have 
strong support from several Senators, and 
the MCP issue could still addressed 
the House-Senate Conference, through 
additional language the Farm Bill provi- 
sions slated for discussion later date. 
Even under deregulation, MCP could 
part the milk pricing scheme. While Na- 
tional All-Jersey has placed focus MCP 
important farm bill issue, the two most 
prominent dairy lobbies, the National Milk 
Producers Federation (NMPF) and the In- 
ternational Dairy Foods Association (IDFA) 
have policies that support national MCP. 

The budget conference between the 
House and Senate will likely take place 
early November. There strong likelihood 
that President Clinton will veto the initial 
budget offering from Congress. That veto 
would trigger negotiations between the Ad- 
ministration and Congress. However, with 
all the other issues the table, there are 
assurances that dairy policy would vary 
much from Congress’ compromise. 


Deregulation the dairy industry would 
create both new opportunities and chal- 
lenges for high-solids dairy producers. 

Although deregulation would remove all 
Federally regulated MCP plans, the overall 
opportunity for private MCP payment plans 
would improve, especially areas with sig- 
nificant cheese production. impossible 
know for certain what the impacts to- 
tal deregulation would be, but list sev- 
eral likely effects follows: 

Regions currently with majority por- 
tion the milk going cheese will experi- 
ence little change. Processors that currently 
purchase milk cheese yield basis will 
likely continue, because best reflects the 
value that milk that processor. Cheese 
makers that reside federal orders that 
not currently have MCP will have more flex- 
ibility pay for all milk component 
basis closer its real value manufac- 
turer. 

Producers that sell their milk orga- 
nizations that manufacture significant 
amount nonfat dry milk will see their milk 
check fall for two major reasons. First, the 
nonfat milk support price well above the 
world level. there support price for 
nonfat dry milk (NFDM), powder prices 
during surplus periods, especially the spring, 
will fall below current support levels. 

Second, since revenues from milk used 
for NFDM production will not shared 
among all producers within regulated 
marketing order, producers shipping 
NFDM manufacturers bear the entire brunt 
the lower value use their milk. Class 
III-A pooling currently blends these lower 


NFDM prices among all producers. Most 
milk used for NFDM this country al- 
ready priced fat and solids-non-fat ba- 
sis, this payment form would likely con- 
tinue. 

Areas with high fluid (current Class 
utilization would likely see price declines, 
due the competition with producers out- 
side the local market for supply contracts. 
Producers within reasonable distance 
the new low milk production cost areas 
West Texas and New Mexico would most 
vulnerable. fact, this geographic proxim- 
ity cheaper milk has already affected pro- 
ducer prices portions the Midwest and 
the Southeast. The one possible marketing 
advantage that high-solids producers may 
have would removal Federal regula- 
tions that restrict the reconstitution milk. 

There will more variation int 
prices that individual handlers pay for pro- 
ducer milk. Individual contracts between 
handlers and producers will result new 
and revised incentive programs, including 
more specific supply contracts, different 
volume and quality premiums, different 
component and milk values, and location 
incentives. Some reporting and auditing 
milk and component prices and tests will 
likely required under any deregulation 
plan. 


The Southern Michigan Federal Order 
MCP now effect. 

Effective October producers market- 
ing milk under this Federal Order will 
paid based three components butterfat, 
protein and fluid residual. Producers will 
also receive adjustments for the producer 
price differential (the weighted average dif- 
ference between the Class III price per cwt. 
and the Class II, and III-A prices), and for 
somatic cell levels. The following example 
for the Southern Michigan Market Admin- 
istrator compares September 1995 minimum 
order prices for producer selling milk with 
4.8 percent butterfat and 3.8 percent pro- 
tein. The Federal order minimum price for 
this producer increased cents, com- 
pared fat-skim pricing.

Getting Cows Off Good Start 


The following management article was writ- 
ten Joe West, Extension Dairy Scien- 
tist, University Georgia Cooperative Ex- 
tension Service. 


large number dairy cows calve 
the late summer and early fall 
onths. The time around calving 


critical tot success the upcoming lac- 
tation, and the health the cow and how 
quickly she gets started and feed not only 
affects subsequent milk yield; but greatly 
affects the continued health and reproduc- 
tive status the cow. 

Milk production increases rapidly follow- 
ing calving but feed intake lags behind. High 
milk production during the first few weeks 
postcalving depends greatly mobilization 
body stores (fat and some protein) sup- 
port part the milk produced. Good feed 
intake during early lactation shows body 
weight loss and helps prevent excessive 
body condition losses, which can improve 
future reproductive performance. Milk yield 
for the entire lactation dependent upon 
yield peak production and research indi- 
cates that for one pound increase peak 
production, total lactation yield improved 
200 225 pounds. Good dry matter in- 
take (DMI) early lactation helps reach 
higher peak production, and each pound 
DMI increases milk yield two 2.5 
pounds. Greater DMI early lactation im- 
proves performance and makes for healthier 
cows. Following are tips improve feed 
intake during early lactation. 

Care dry cows: Cows should housed 
clean conditions, fed ration balanced 
for dry cow needs, and should have body 
condition score 3.5 4.0 one five 
scale. Cows should enter “up-close” 
group about two three weeks pre-calving 
for special management needs, including 
steam-up rations, vitamin injections, anionic 
salts, etc. up-close group also allows for 
close observation calving. 

Adapting dry cows the milking ration: 
Giving dry cows those feeds used for the 
milking herd eases transition from dry 
lactation diets and helps minimize off- 
feed conditions calving. Adaptation 
fermented feeds, fats, bypass proteins and 
increasing the grain feeding .75 per- 
cent body weight (6.5 9.8 pounds 
grain for 1300 pound cow) desirable. 
not feed grains containing sodium bi- 
carbonate (buffers) large amounts salt 
dry cows. This contributes udder edema 
and may help cause milk fever. 

Minimizing metabolic disorders, retained 
placenta, metritis and other post-calving 
disorders: Conditions during the dry period 
often influence the cow’s susceptibility 


disorders after calving. Retained fetal mem- 
branes occur more frequently 
overconditioned cows. Overconditioned 
cows are more subject milk fever and 
ketosis and other disorders. 
vitamin and selenium, either the feed 
injection often improves clean-off fol- 
lowing calving, minimizing the incidence 
metritis. Feeding low calcium diets 
prepartum, use anionic salts some 
herds, reduces the risk milk fever. Pre- 
vention these disorders has been proven 
improve feed intake and lactation perfor- 
mance dairy cows. pays manage dur- 
ing the dry period. 

Rations balanced for production: Bal- 
anced rations based actual forage analy- 
ses are essential. Providing adequate pro- 
tein and energy during early lactation criti- 
cal top production and maintenance 
body condition. Adequate forage and fiber 
content important rumen health and 
the prevention acidosis, yet excessive 
forage fiver can limit intake. Give the ra- 
tion frequent check-up and ingredients 
frequent analysis. 

Provide high quality feed: Spoiled feeds 
are unpalatable and reduce intake. Feed 
bunks should cleaned daily. Forages 
which over mature poorly preserved 
are less digestible, restrict intake, furnish 
fewer nutrients and take space the di- 
gestive tract. Use high quality forages for 
early lactation cows. 

Provide adequate amounts feed: Feed 
should available all times reduce 
competition for feed that timid cows and 
first calf heifers not have compete with 
dominant cows. Letting cows “clean-up” 
before feeding again means that cows have 
been without feed for period time, po- 
tentially limiting intake. Cows should fed 
excess. Cows holding pens for long 
periods time are away from feed and in- 
take may suffer. Clean, fresh water should 
also available all times. 

Use needed feed additives: Dr. Marshall 
McCullough states quite accurately that 
feed additive only good you need it. 
Certain feed ingredients can enhance intake, 
especially the early lactation cow. Sodium 
bicarbonate buffer) can ease the transi- 
tion the lactation ration, especially low 
forage, corn silage based diets. Yeast prod- 
ucts may improve the rumen environment, 
and niacin vitamin) can reduce the in- 
cidence ketosis some herds. Six grams 
niacin per day the feeding rate, 
grams for cows with clinical ketosis. Fats 
increase feed energy density time when 
intake low, and bypass proteins provide 
needed amino acids. Consult your extension 
agent, nutritionist, feed company repre- 
sentative for the special ingredient needs for 


your herd. matter how good the ingredi- 
ent, will only pay you need your 
herd. 

Feed often: Offering feed several times 
daily often stimulates feed intake and en- 
sures that the feed always fresh. Frequent 
feeding also stabilizes the rumen environ- 
ment, improving digestion and reducing 
ability, further stimulating intake and main- 
taining milk fat percentage. Frequent feed- 
ing also encourages better intake hot 
weather. 

Provide adequate bulk space and manage 
social interactions: Adequate bunk space 
give all cows feed access important, es- 
pecially for heifers and during early lacta- 
tion. Feeding total mixed rations with 
around the clock availability also improves 
feed access. Frequent movement cattle 
from group group increases fighting 
establish social dominance, and can reduce 
feed intake and milk yield, especially for 
heifers. possible, separate group for 
heifers allows fine tuning feeding and 
minimizes fighting with mature cows. 

Paying attention the details calving 
and early lactation will pay dividends for 
the entire lactation. Maximize dry matter 
intake necessary for high production, 
maintenance good condition and good 
health and reproduction. Evaluating each 
phase your management determine its 
effect feed intake can help make cows 
more productive.
